presume  that  ycur  reauest  means  that  he  should  be  granted  his  diploma 
and  given  his  year* 

I  have  consulted  the  Secretary  of  the  Faculty  of  Applied 
Science  and  F  ngineeri  ng  with  regard  to  the  matter  and  find  that  he 
con  Dieted  his  third  year  ir  Civ.ii  Fngineering  in  1915,  but  that  he 
did  not  register  for  the  session  191^-15 .  The  regulation  adopted 
by  the  Faculty  was  that  they  could  only  grant  a  year  to  students  who 
had  boon  in  attendance  and  done  the  work  tor  at  least  half  the 
session*  The  Faculty  of  Fntfineerins?  like  that  of  Medicine  differs 
fren  Arts;  it  prepares  for  a  professional  career.,  and  the  University 
such  as  it  appreciates  the  splendid  service  rendered  by  men  *hc  have 
$or>*  to  the  front  cannot  lir  duty  to  the  public  certify  to  professional 
standing  on  the  part  of  those  who  have  net  cone  within  reasonable 
distance  of  finishing  the  course  cf  linstr uciion.  fte  wish  to  do 
everything  we  can  for  our  students  who  are  on  active  service,  but 
we  cannot  grant  the  year  as  you  recuest.  This  action  has  been  taken 
in  several  other  cases  also. 

I  hope  that  you  *ii II  got  satisfactory  word  from  your 
son,  and  that  before  long  you  will  lave  him  hack  safe  and  sound.
